In Mass Trial

BONNYVILLE, Alta—Paul Harbarenko, Sr, Grand | 
Centre farmer, was convicted and sentenced to two months in 
jail Wednesday on a charge in connection with the stampeding 
of cattle near Beaver Crossing, 170 miles northeast of Edmon- 
ton, Sept. 27 during the Alberta Farmers’ Union non-delivery 
strike, He was the first to be tried of 42 A.F.U. pickets facing 
charges here. 

Charged under Section 501 of the Criminal Code of 
Canada—which relates to intimidation—Harbarenko was 
sentenced by Magistrate 8. Pitre of St. Paul, who told the 
accused, “I consider the offence you have committed most 
grievous. A man cannot commit an offence.of such magni- | 
tude, , .without the risk of serious punishment,”’ 

It was the most severe sentence handed out as a result of 
the A.F.U. withholding strike, which saw about 50 persons fined 
for sporadic outbursts of violence in various parts of northern | 


Alberta. 


The 113 cattle in the case were* 
being driven to the Beaver River | 


crossing by Lloyd Lybbret, rancher, 
and a number of cowboys. It the 
melee, Lybbret fell from his horse 
and fractured his foot. As estab- 
lished by the evidence of 
crown witnesses, the cattle were 
stampeded when a number of 
AF.U. pickets attempted to turn 
the cattle and cowboys back by 
hurling missiles, rattling tin cans 
and waving paper and other objects. 

Cpl. T. McNally, R.C.M.P., Bonny- 
ville detachment, and other police 
officers told the court they had 
seen the pickets gathering at the 
Beaver River crossing and at the 
stockyards. They also declared 
they had warned the pickets as to 
what constituted peaceful picket- 
ing. He said police cars were ahead 
of the cattle as they were being 
driven down a steep hill near the 
bridge. 

After the first part of the hill 
had been descended, he said, mis- 


siles were thrown by pickets from |

the top of the road's cutbank. He 
said the pickets were making a great 
deal of noise. | 

Sgt. E. R. Crouch and Constable 
J. Handford also testified missiles 
were thrown and that there was a 
genuine attempt to stampede the

Calvin Lybbret, 13, son of the 
rancher, and one of the cowboys, 
said Harbarenko took a “swing” at 
him and that in self-defence, “I 
hit him.” On cross-examination, 
Calvin said the riders were swing- 
ing lariats, but only to herd the 
cattle. 

Joe L'Heureux, a rider, claimed | 
his lariat was pulled from his sad-| 
dle and that he was struck at by 
Harbarenko with a stick. He de-| 
nied he attempted to lasso Har- | 
barenko.

“It 4s apparent that not only are 
you preventing the possibility of 
such an agreement now, but that 
you are determined to follow a 
course which will still further pre- 
judice the ultimate possibility ol 
reaching any satisfactory agree- 
ment on dominion-provincial rela- 
tions, 

“My colleagues in the Ontario 
government have carefully consider- 
ed the statements in your letters 
and we can only conclude that your 
effort to force individual agreements 
upon all the provincial governments 
in violation of the very principles 
which you have yourself asserted in 
the past, is part of a settled design 
to substitute for a modern and 


overhauled federal system—such As | 
we have urged—a form of decent-— 


ralized authority which still carries 
the name of confederation but 1s 


in truth de facto unitary govern-| 
ment at Ottawa.

ing to do by economic pressure.”

Mackenzie Backs | 
Acreage Minimum 


OTTAWA, (CP)— Veterans Mini- 
ster Mackenzie said Thursday the 
director of the Veterans’ Land act 
has been given certain discretionary 
powers in dealing with the minimum 
of two to three acres of land for 
which a veteran may apply under 
the small holdings provision. j 

He said these powers were up to 
20 percent and meant in “deserv- 
ing” cases the director could estab- 
lish a man on as little as one and 
six-teuths acres of land. 

My. Mackenzie, recently returned 
from Britain, was replying in a 
1,200-word statement to criticisin 
made by a number of organizations, 
| including the Canadian Legion, ot 
| the government's action in in- 
;creasing the minimum holding 
|; from one-half acre to two to three 
| acres. |

Housing Aid Temporary

Claims ‘Progress’ 
By Peace Parley 


WASHINGTON, (AP)— _ State 
Secretary Byrnes returned from the 
Paris peace conference Thursdey 
and declared the 21-power conclave 
had “made progress” toward esi- 
ablishing organized peace in Europe. 

It certainly cannot be called a 
“failure,” Mr. Byrnes told news- 
papermen at National airport as he 
stepped off President Truman's 
personal plane which brought him 
across the Atlantic, 

My: Byrnes was scheduled to con- 
fer with the president later Thurs- 
day. This get-together will be the 
first personal meeting of Mr. Byrnes 
and Mr. Truman since Henry A. 
Wailace criticized Mr. Byrnes’ pol- 
icies toward Russia and then was 
ousted from the cabinet. 

Friday night Mr. Byrnes will make 


a radio address. His speech is ex-| 


pected to deal with the whole range 
of critical issues involved in United 
States-Russian relations.

7,000 and a similar one for eastern 
Canada.

Shipping Is Problem 

Many are skilled tradesmen al- 
though there are many, veterans of 
the last war, without a trade or oc- 
cupation, who have found it diffi- 
cult to fit in to today’s pattern of 
society in Britain, Included in the 
list are 600 highly skilled building 
workers—vitally needed in recons- 
truction work here—who wii sail in 
a few weeks for Austrailia, with 
government approvai. 

Key to the whole movement is 
shipping, and the desire of respec- 
tive countries to have emigrants. 
Most Empire countries are willing to 
eccept British immigrants, but they 
must be skilled artisans, with priori- 
ty going to engineers, factory oper- 
atives, farm workers—the same peo- 
ple Britain needs most at home. Ex- 
cept in Australia, there is little call 
for white collar workers, 

Surprise development in the list 
of those applying for nassage is the 
number of “upper middle class” 
people who have put their names 
down—on condition they can take 
their savings with them, Under Bank 
of England restrictions row this is 
impossible.

SAVANNAH, Ga, (NANA) 
Good news for women who can't get 
their husbands to diaper the baby 
has been revealed at the ninth an- 
nual convention of the National In- 
stitute of Diaper Servicas, held at 
Wilmington Island near here 

According to a survey by the in- 
stitute, 25 percent of all the diaper- 
ing done throughout the country 
last year was executed by men. The

The return of soldiers who saw 
their new offspring for the first 
time and were anxious to become 
acquainted was one of the reasons 
given for the sudden popularity of 
diapering by men. The Red Cross 
also organized classes last year to

A diaper display, scheduled to be 
on exhibit at the convention, was 
cancelled because none of the in- 
stitute members could spare diapers 
during the current famine

TRENTON, N.S., (CP)—Angus

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The Days are Few 


Edmonton’s Community Chest cam- 
paign has been going fairly well, but not 
well enough, not nearly well enough. Only 
a quarter of the amount asked for had been 
subscribed at the beginning of this week. And 
this is the final week scheduled for the 
effort, 

There is still time therefore for those who 
have neglected the matter to get in their 
contributions, and very urgent need that 
they do so. There is in fact a possibility that 
the objective may not be reached when the 
closing time arrives, 

This is the same as to say there is an 
opportunity and a need for quick action if 
we are to avoid a return to the numberless 
tag-days and subscription campaigns which 
preceded the adoption of the Community 
Chest plan of raising and administering 
benevolent funds. No person surely can 
want that, or be willing to have it happen. 

It is as true as ever that the poor we 


have always with us — “poor” implying not | 


only those who have small incomes, but 
those who are overtaken by various kinds of 
misfortune which leave them temporarily in 
need of help. This help must be forthcoming. 
One way or another relief must be given 
where it is required. That is imperative in 
a civilized community, and Edmonton people 
have never yet shirked the responsibility, 

There can be only one reason why con- 
tributions to the Chest have been coming in 
slowly. Sheer neglect alone can explain the 
situation.

It is time now to turn Serious attention 
to the claims of the Chest, to the work that 
it is doing, and to what would happen should 
it be left short of funds. There are not 
many days left in which to send along the 
delayed and much needed contributions. 


Tax on Married Nurses ’ 


The current shortage of nurses in Canada 
has come to be a menace to public health. 
It is generally admitted by health authorities 
that the situation is desperate. Everywhere 
special measures are being considered, not 
only to attract young women into the nursing 
profession, but to secure the services of tem- 
porary and practical nurses for urgent 
cases, 

In the face of these circumstances, it 
is regrettable that the federal Government 
has acceded to a tax measure which will have 
the effect of driving more nurses, that is 
married nurses, out of the active practice of 
their profession. 

An amendment was made this year to 
the income tax law which will affect the 
earnings of men whose wives are engaged 
in gainful employment. 
a married man’s exemption of $1,500 will be 
reduced by the amount of his wife’s earnings 
in excess of $250 up to $750. If she earns 
more than $750, each will have a $750 exemp- 
tion; that is to say, each will be taxed as a 
Single person, 

A Senate committee recommended that 
the $250 figure be made $400, But this was 
not done in the Commons. 

Hundreds of nurses — and teachers 
who are married come under this change in 
the income tax regulations. Many will con- 


clude that it is not worth their while to work | 


under these circumstances, As a result, the 
Canadian public will be deprived of the ser- 
vices of still more nurses and teachers.

that the only question we are to be asked is 
whether we are in favor of daylight saving 
or whether we are not. Our answer will not 
and can not by itself settle anything. 


For it will be recalled that when, for the 


first time since before the war, Canadian 
communities had any right to adopt or not 
to adopt daylight saving time for local use, 
and when a number of Canadian cities, most- 
ly in the East, did adopt it, it transpired that 
the problem settled itself so far as Edmonton 
was concerned since this city’s charter did 
not clothe the municipal corporation with any 
such power, 

This can only be secured by means of an 
amendment to the city charter, involving the 
passage of a private bill in the Legislative 
Assembly. So the city fathers have wisely 
decided that to go to the trouble and expense 
of securing an amendment only to learn later 
that the public did not want daylight saving 
time would be folly. Hence the answer to the 
plebiscite will be the city fathers’ mandate 
to ask for a charter amendment or not to 
ask for it. 

The question of whether or not to “save 
daylight” will still remain to be fought over 
in due season. The answer to the plebiscite 
will be the council’s guide to ask or not ask 
for power to deal with the question.

| PURCHASING POWER 

Editor, Bulletin—In your Forum 
column Mr, H. E. Nichols writes 
some more about purchsing power. 

In as much as the wage earner 
and producer never have enough 
purchasing power to buy back the 
product of their own labor he sug- 
gests that goods be sold to the con- 
sumer at 25 per cent below cost. 
That 25 per cent to be reimbursed 
to the selling agency by new pur- 
chasing power governmentally 
‘created’, 

Mr. Nichols was a farmer. Suppos- 
ing on his farm he carried out his 
own method and sold his products 
at a 25 per cent discount below cost. 
Then suppose his Municiplity 
‘created’ and supplied to him credit 
purchasing power backed by future 
potential possibilities of his farm, 

As each year came round Mr. 
| Nichols and all his neighbors would 
sell at a 25 per cent loss to the full 
extent of that year’s production and 
|debit the future potential undevel- 
oped capacity of their farms with 
the accumulating debt. 

It makes one wonder when polit- 
ical and university executives sug- 
gest such impossible economic ab- 
surdities., 

A fundamental falsity in Social 
Credit is the claim that lack of pur- 
chasing power is what is wrong in 
our social economy. Let me illus- 
trate. A child goes to his parent for 
purchasing power to buy candies. 
The parent gives him a nickel but 
sooner or later the parent has to 
say ‘No more nickels this week be- 
cause I have no more money’. 

A Social Credit child would ans- 
wer “ Nonsense, Daddy, there are 
lots of candies in the store and all 
you have to do is make the money 
for me to get them.” 

A twelve year old child should 
not be so foolish and yet Mr. Nichols 
doesn't understand that the first 
requirement in business is goods 
and not money and that the only 
purchasing value for goods is more 
goods and that money nothing 
but a medium of exchange and not 
a necessity beyond the fact that it 
is a necessary convenience to facil- 
itate exchange of goods in our com- 
plex negotiations,

pump in purchasing power to com- 
pensate for what capital and invest- 
ment interests pump out the result

New Zealand Gets 
Canadian Autos 


AUCKLAND, N. Z., (CP) — The 
Tirst postwar Canadian automobiles 
have only recently appeared on the 
New Zealand market, almost a year 
later than those from Britain. Cars 
from the United States still have 
not started to arrive. 

Canadian cars which have arrived 
so far are all of one make and are 
assembled at the firm’s works in 
New Zealand. Before the end of the 
year fairly large supplies of several 
makes are expected, however. 

Standard model Canadian cars 
available are selling at about $2,250. 
This is higher than the price for 
popular types of small English cars 
of eight to 10 horsepower which 
sell at about $1,600 to $1,900, but 
compares favorably with the larger 
English cars. 

Next to the United States and 
Canada there were more cars per 
capita in New Zealand than in any 
other country before the war. Al- | 
though its population is still be- | 
low 1,750,000, dealers estimate 
there is an immediate market for 
100,000 cars in the dominion if they 
could be supplied. 

In 1938, the last full importing 
year, Canada supplied New Zealand 
with 7,697 unassembled and 39 as- 
sembled cars. This was well be- 
hind the 17,000 cars imported from 
Britain, but ahead of the 2,600 from 
the United States. |

Attack on Spain 
Slated for U. N. 


NEW YORK, (ONA) — Intensive | 


lobbying is preparing the ground 
for another attack against Gener- 
alissimo Francisco Franco's regime 
in Spain as the United Nations 
general assembly prepares to meet 
here Oct, 23. Poland and Mexico, 
| which led the attack in the U.N. 
| security council recently, are again 
most active. 

Poland demanded, at a security 
|; council meeting, that diplomatic 
| relations among Spain and members 
of the United Nations be severed. In 

| the general assembly, it is likely the 
| request will be for “small” economic 
| Sanctions, such as stopping oil de- 
| liveries, it is understood. 
In security council proceedings, 
| Great Britain and the United States 
| objected to any move which would 
|come under chapter seven of the 
U.N. Charter, because it would im- 
ply action which would only be ap- 
| plicable in cases of a threat of 
breach of the peace. The Anglo- 
Americans denied the Franco re- 
eime was an immediate threat to 
peace. 

The general assembly, however, 
has greater freedom in dealing with 
such a case, although all it can do 
is “recommend.” Article 14 permits 
the U.N, assembly to recommend 
“measures for the peaceful adjust- 
ment of any situation which im- 
pairs friendly relations among the 
nations.” 

The lobbyists are reporting con- 
siderable gains in support among 
the Latin American countries, but 
it is still doubtful whether a resolu- 
tion demanding economic sanctions 
would get the necessary vote of two- 
thirds of the 51 nations in the gen- 
eral assembly. 

A resolution favoring the recog- 
nition of the exiled Spanish Repub- 
lican government, headed by Dr. 
Jose Giral, is also being canvassed 
but even Russia has so far been re- 
luctant to align itself with the re- 
cognition that has been accorded to 
Dr. Giral by some of the so-called 
Soviet satellite states.

NEW YORK, (AP) — Herschel V. 
Johnson, United States delegate 
was reported to have expressed con- 
fidence at a closed meeting of the 
United Nations security council

Under terms of the U.N. charter, 
the assembly may not make any 
recommendations on questions be- 
ing dealt with by the security coun- 
cil, unless the council specifically 
requests such action,

Soviet Russia has made open and daring bids for the 
support, not only of puppet governments in eastern 
Europe, but also for extension of influence over populat- 
ions commonly described as being in the western zone, 
Robert W. Keyserlingk, Montreal, managing director 
of the British United Press, stated here Wednesday. 


HE SAID THAT of the 


most glaring examples of this is 
the Russian controlled radio sta- 
tion in Berlin which is heard all 
ever western Germany. He said 
this station broadcasts the most 
dismal descriptions of conditions 
of Germans jn the Allied zone, and 
coupled with them was the glorif- 
ication of the lot of Germans in 
the Russian zone. “This,” Mr. Key- 
serlingk stated, “was hardly in the

sprit of Potsdam, at least as we 
understood jt.” 

In the first year of occupation 
the Western Allies had failed to 
de-Nazify the Germans, or to ed- 
ucate them with some understand- 
ing on western democratic ways 
of living, he said.

OTTAWA, (CP)—Validity of tha*— 


Saskatchewan Farm Security act 
was challeneged in the supreme 
court of Canada Tuesday by Hon 
3. L. Ralston, counsel for the 
Attorney-General of Canada, as 
hearings began on the constitution- 
ality of the legislation, Alberta and 
Quebec have representatives watch- 
ing the proceedings. 

Col. Ralston, former defence min- 
ister, argued a section of the act 
was ultra vires in that it dealt 
with interest, bankruptcy and in- 
solvency, matters which came under 
feceral jurisdiction. 

The section referred provides that 
fn any year in which a farmer's 
crop yield is less than $6 per acre 
the principal owing on all mort- 
gages shall be reduced by the 
amount of interest due. 

Sees Encroachment 

Col. Ralston said the Saskatche- 
wan act would interfere with and 
obstruct the operations of federal 
legislation passed to cover cases 
of bankruptcy and insolvency 

Under the Saskatchewan legis- 
lation, a board would be established 
to rule in cases where a farmer 
claimed his returns were less than 
$6 per acre. That board, said Col 
Ralston, was unconstitutional in that 
it would be given judicial powers 
which a@ legislature did not have 
the power to confer 
. The board would have to decide 
whether there was a crop failure 
as claimed by farmers wishing to 
make use of the provisions of the 
legislation and whether the failure 
was due to circumstances beyond 
the control of the farmers. 

Court Should Rule 
decide 


It also would have to 
whether the failure was due to the 
use of too few farm hands or 


whether it was due to the use of 
bad seed. It would have to decide 
how much the farmer had obtained 
from each acre and whether his 
grain had been so marketed as to 
bring maximum returns.

Psychiatrist Calls

SAN FRANCISCO, (AP) — Hitler 
| was not insane but was a “first-class 
psychoneurotic” motivated by a 
sense of inferiority, Dr. Douglas M, 
Kelley, chief United States army 
psychiatrist and surgeon at Nuern- 
berg prison, who returned to his 
home here recently, said in a story 


Wednesday copyrighted by the San 
Francisco Chronicle, 

“Hitler was a man whom nobody 
loved,” Dr. Kelley said. “Nobody, 
that is, but Ribbentrop, who literal- 
ly worshipped him.” 

The psychiatrist said his talks 
with ranking Nazis in Nuernberg 
prison indicated Hitler’s rule of 
Germany “was a sublimation over 
his sense of inferiority’ and that 
| “everything he did or thought was 
a compensation.” 
| Dr, Kelley characterized Goering 
| as a buecaneer who could have been 
a hero instead of a pirate, Goering, 
he said, had a “classic type of exe 
troversion” and was “an opportun- 
ist whose devotion to the Hitler 
cause was born of disappointment 
and disillusionment following World 
War I.”
